Democrats forced their way In, broke 
tip tn« meeting and -pelted tae Chris- 
tian Socialists with beer glasses. Some 
of the invaders threw chairs, and sev- 
eral of the Christian Socialists were 
badly hurt. 
Tha promoters of the 


meeting rushed from the hall, and the 
disturbances were continued on the 
streets outa!d«. 


The police and military were sum- 


moned, but were stoned by the rioters. 
Thej- then char«*l the mob with fixed 
bayonets, killing one person and 
wounding many. Fivo policemen were 
badly hurt during the rioting.

Washington, Nov. 'I'l.—In his first 


annual report Secretary Alter makes 
many recommendations for the better- 
meet of the admiitisiraibn of tbe war 
department basc-u ujum the conclusions 
of kis subordinate officers. 


He asks favorable consideration for 


tne proposition to add two regiment* 
to the artillery branch, pointing to the 
valuable fortifications now being erect- 
ed, which, he says, should not be 
manned by a corporal's guard.

He says of Alaska that as many as* 


100,000 people will be gathered there 
next year, and a military force should 
b« seat to the territory and Urge emer- 
gency powers should be granted to tbe 
president to repress lawlessness. 


Probably the creation of additional 


military reservations, like that of St.

Cement Pipe*. 


Cement pipes are made cheaply by 


an ingenious process devised by a French 
inventor. A trench is dug and the bot- 
tom filled with cement mortar. On this 
is placed a rubber tube covered with 
canvas and inflated. The trench is then 
filled np with cement. As soon as this 
is aet the air is let ont of tha rubber 
tube, which is then removed and used 
again in another Motion. By this method 
6 inch pipes have been made at a cost of 


cents a yard.

heir work as journalists and maga- 
zine writers, but one happy day 
jewes said to her, 'My dear, 1 think 
you could write a capital story.' 


suggestion took root in her 


mind, bnt for a time she said noth- 
ing of its development. When, some 
weeks later, Lewes was about to 


for a dinner party, she re- 


marked: '1 won't go out this even- 
ing, and when you come in don't 
disturb me. I shall be very busy.' 
That night the greater part of her 
Srst story in the 'Scenes From Cler- 
ical Life,' called "The Sad Fortunes 
of the EOT. Amos Barton,' was writ- 
ten. 


On the tale being shown to 


Lewes his pride and delight were 
great, and be immediately sent it to 
Mr. John Blackwood, to whose mag 
azine he is a contributor, stating the 
tale was the work of a friend who 
desired to be known as George Elliot 
and tbat it was one of a series. This 
was in the autumn of 1856. Mr. 
Blackwood approved of tbe story; 
but, being eager to assure bimseli 
that those which were to follow had 
equal merit, he asked to see them 
before committing himself to a de- 
cision, " 


Mr. Molioy recounts an interest- 


ing imposture connected with the 
publication of "Adam Bede:" 


"In the spring of 1858 the open 


ing chapters of George Eliot's first 
novel, 'Adam Bede,' were in the 
bands of tbe publisher, who, com 
tnunicating with Lewes, says: *: 
write this note to allay all anxiety 
on the part of George Eliot as to mi 
appreciation of the merits of this 
most promising opening of a pictur" 
of life. In spite of all injunctions 
began "Adam Bede" in the railway 
and felt very savage when the wan- 
ing light stopped me as we neared 
the Scottish border.' On tbe publi- 
cation of this great work curiosity 
was more rife than ever regarding 
the author. Lord Lytton had al- 
ready been suspected of masquerad- 
ing under the name of George Eliot, 
as had also, strange to say, Professor 
Owen, from some fancied similarity 
between his handwriting and that 
of the manuscript of George Eliot, 
bnt when excitement was at its high- 
est news came from Coventry that 
tbe author of 'Adam Bede' was a 
resident in that town named Joseph 
Liggens. This individual had been 
educated at Cambridge, bad run 
through a fortune, was familiar with 
the scenes described in George 
Eliot's books and was supposed to 
be a man of talent. No doubt was 
left in the minds of the inhabitants 
of Coventry regarding tbe author ol 
Adam Bede.' 


"Mr. Liggens was visited by two 


dissenting clergymen bent on gain- 
ing an admission from him of hia 
greatness When pointedly asked if 
ie did not write'Adam Bede,' he 
replied, 'If 1 didn't, the devil did.' 


immediately became an object 


of interest, and invitations to dinner 
poured in on him. He was poor, and 
suggestions were made regarding a 
testimonial to relieve genius in dis- 
tress 
A c'ergyman wrote to The 


Times giving the name of Liggens 
to the world as the writer who had 
m<:st modestly screened himself un- 
der the noca <lo plume of George 
Ehot The latter then wrote to deny 
the claims made on behalf of Mr 


jgt'n-5, who, it mny lie htated, sub- 


sequently died in the workhouse. 
Due day Mr Blackwood was invited 
bj Lewt-s to dinner to meet tbe au- 
thor, and the secret was nut."— Eng

The silver Gar. 


There are fishes comparatively 


common tbat it almost impossible 
to keep alive in captivity, or even 
to make captive without injury 
Among these is the silver gar. This 
fish is found in considerable num 
here in these waters in summer; in 
southern waters it is common. I 
attains a length of 8 feet, is extreme 
ly slender and spindling in form 
and its head and jaws areprettj 
nearly a quarter of its length, the 
Jaws tapering almost to a point I 
is liable when captured to do injury 
in the net either to the tip of its 
long jews or to some part of its slen 
der body. Jt is accustomed to swim- 
ming near the surface in well aerat- 
ed water. Silver gar taken in 
Gravesend bay, though handled 
with the gteatest caie, bave died 
before they could be got to the 
aquarium in this city. The silver 
gar is veiy different from the hardy, 
bony gar, of which there are several 
specimens DOW at the aquarium.— 
New York Sun.

In Iceland there are uo prisons, aud 


the inhabitants are so honest in their 
habits that finch defenses to property as 
locks, bolts aud bars are not required, 
nor are there any police in the island. 
Yet its history for 1,000 years records 
no more than two thefts. Of these two 
cases one was that of a native, who wat 
detected nfUT stealing several sheep, 
but as he bad dono go to supply his fam- 
ily, who wero suffering for want of. 
food, when he had broken hie arm, pro- 
visions were furnished to them and 
work was found for him when able to 
do it, and meanwhile huwau placed un- 
der medical care, but the stigma attach- 
ed to his crime was considered sufficient 
punishment. 


The other theft was by a German, 


who stole 17 sheep. 


But as he was in comfortable circum- 


stances and the robbery was malicious 
the sentence passed upon him was that 
be should sell all his property, restore 
the value of what he had stolen and 
then leave tbe country or be executed, 
and ho left at once. But though crime 
is rare in Ireland and its inhabitants 
are distingnihhed for honesty and puri- 
ty of morals there, ia, of course, provi- 
sion for th« administration of justice, 
which consists, first of all, in the sher- 
iff's courts; next, by appeals to the 
court of three jmigt s at Keil iavik, the 
capital, and lastly iu all criminal and 
most civil cases to the supreme court at 
Copenhagen, the capital of Denmark, of 
which kingdom the island forms a part. 
Tbe island of Panaris, one of the Lipari 
group, is equally fortunate in having 
neither prisons nor lawyers and being 
absolutely destitute of both paupers and 
criminals.—Botitou Transcript.

In women the beneficial effect of a good 
cry is proverbial. In them also this is 
partly due to the increased depth of 
respiration and the improvement in tbe 
often languid circulation thereby in- 
duced, but to a large extent it is the re- 
sult of the muscular exercise involved, 
by which the general vascular tension, 
and especially the blood pressure in tbe 
brain, are much reduced. The profuse 
flow of tears no doubt also acts (strongly 
on the cerebral circulation iu still fur- 
ther reducing tension. 
The sobbing 


movements, again, have a good influence 
upon the venous circulation in the ab- 
dominal and pelvic viscera, while the 
exhaustion produced tends to produce 
sleep and thus to give the nervous sys- 
tem its best chance of recuperation. We 
should not, then, too hastily interveu s 
to stop a woman from having out ht r 
cry. If we can remove her trouble, by 
all means let us do so, bnt if the tronbl • 
is to rvmaiu, let her cry herself to slee) 
Tbis is far better than soothing draft-?.
